night saved the lives of 12 passengers 
on the California Limited on the Santa 
i% system at this station, 200 miles 
rorthwest of St. Louis. 

Mrs. Minnie Houdeshell, wife of a 
railroad grader, was the heroine. Pas- 
stngers on two trains ‘took up collec- 
tions for her and assured her that she 
would be recommended for a Carnegie 
medal. "i 

The construction camp#in which Mrs. 





Houdeshell and her husband live is 50 
yards from the Santa Fe right of way. 
At 3:15 a. m. Sunday Mrs. Houdeshel 
| Was awakened by the sound of crashing 
followed by a splash as of 
‘some heavy object falling into water. 
Knew Danger to Bridge. 

She realized that a small creek 
spanned by a 26-foot briage had been 
swollen by recent rains and that the 
timbers of the bridge had been weak- 
ened. The bridge must have falien. 
She knew, too, that the California Jim- 
lied, carrying men, women and chil- 
dren from the Far West to Chicago, 
was due at the bridge at 3:24. 

She called loudly for help and with- 
out waiting to cress she ran to the 








right of way. 

By the dim light of a semaphore lamp 
She could see that there was only a 
black chasm where the bridge nad 
stood, 

Builds a Fire. 

Men who followed her found her pil- 
ing brush wood and dry branches on. 
the right of way near the creek. She 
had taker matches with her when 
che left her tent and her bonfire was 
already bursting into flames. 

Telling the men to hurry up the track 
and flag the train, she remained to at- 
tend to the fire. 

While the men were prepuring to flag 
the train it came eround a curve a 
quarter of a mile away. The bonfire 
was berni g brightl-. 

The crgineer saw and brought his 
train to u stop less than 30 feet from 
where the bridge had beon. 

When the passengers found how nar- 

row their escape had been they show- 
ered attentions on Mrs. Houdeshell. The 
women embraced her and kissed her and 
the men emptied their pockets to re- 
ward her, The purse given her amounted 
to $85. 
‘Passengers on train No. 5, which had 
stopped at La Plata on its way west 
nd which might also have been wrecked 
but for the heroine, collected $26 for her 
and sent it to Hart by special méssen- 
ger.

In 
his communication to the Attorney 
General, Gov. Folk calls attention to 
the provisions of the derelict officials’ 
law, which became effective Sunday. 
The Governor declares that the St. 
Louis County authorities permitted sa- 
‘oons to run wide open Sunday, besides 
sanctioning a number of _lid-lifting 
clubs. 


“My information is that the Sunday 
closing law is being grossly violated in 
St. Louis County,” said Gov. Folk to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Jefferson

Defends Oil King Against Attacks of 
His Brother Frank. 
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(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Mrs. Haroli 
Fowler McCormick, daughter of John 
D. Rockefeller, today defended her fa- 
ther against his brother, Frank Rocke- 
feller. 

Mrs. McCormick also says it is true 
that her grandfather is alive. 

“Between my father and my grand- 
father there always existed the respect 
and love that should prevail between fa- 
ther and son. My grandfather watched 
with the keenest interest the successes 
of his son.”’ 

“Jealousy,” she said, “brought about 
by my uncle’s lack of business ability, 
is the cause of the vituperation he has 
heaped upon my father. My father 
holds no malice against him. It may 
not.be consistent with the usual picture 
drawn of my father, but he holds mal- 
ice against no man. 

‘My uncle’s failure to profit by the 
fortune of my father and his repeated 
failures in business have been worm- 
wood and gall to him. The bitterness 
has grown from year to year. Ij has 
taken for.its objective point the brother 
who has prospered,”’ 

Mrs. McCormick said her. grandfa- 
ther’s health was responsible in a large 
degree .for his beithg out of range of 
the public eye. 


FRANK ROCKEFELLER WILL 
NOT REVEAL FAMILY SECRET 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, 0O., Aug. 12.—Frank 
Rockefeller, youngest brother of John 
Dl. Rockefeller, after carefully reading 
a synopsis of the interview with aim 
published in the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World concering the mystery of 
his father’s disappearance, denied that 
he had ever given such an interview— 
just as the article said he would. 

Mr. Rockefeller was seen by a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch and World 
at Lakeland, his beautiful country home, 
about 20 miles from Cleveland. When 
told of the publication he asked to see 
the synopsis. This he read carefully, 
and then said deliberately: 

“I did not give that interview to the 
Post-Dispatch and World, and anybody 
that says I did tells a lie. I did not give 
that interview to anybody, and they 
therefore published it on their responsi- 
bility.” 

‘Does the article express your senti- 
ments, Mr. Rockefeller, no matter how 
they were obtained?” 

There was a period of silence, after 
which Mr. Rockefeller looked his visitor 
square = the face. 

Firmly Refuses to Talk. 

“IT will not discuss Og phase of the 
interview,”” he answered slowly. 

“Will any condition arise which will 
inspire you to speak?’ 

“That I will not discuss now,” and 
there was marked emphasis on the last 
word of the sentence. “I will not dis- 
cuss the matter pro or con now,” he re- 
peated. 

“When?” he was asked again. 

“I can only say to you that I will not 
discuss this matter any further with 
you now.” 

This wag in accord with his previous 





statoment, that when the time was ripe 


he would speak. 
There were several more questions 
which were not answered, and at last 





the home of John D. Rockefeller, “‘let 
him have it ali. I do net want it.” 

Thereafter Mr. Rockefeller flatly de 
clined to allude to the subject. He 
laughed as he said: 

“I will talk horses, the robins on the 
lawn, hunting, the country, the old 
Mormon Church or anything else on 
earth with you but that.’ 

Father Seen Once tm Decade. 

One of tne mysteries to Cleveland to- 
day is the whereabouts of old William 
A. Rocekefeller, the father. There are 
few in the city today who have seen him 
alive, and the matter was only an Oc- 
casional topic of conversation until re- 
cently. Dr. Biggar, John D. Rockefel- 
ler’s physiclan, spoke of the old man as 
being alive and hale at the age of 94. 
That started the discussion again. 

It appears to be absolutely true that 
the three brothers, John, William and 
Frank, know of his whereabouts, but 
his son-in-law, William Rudd, sometime 
ago vowed he did not know. 

There is an impression prevailing in 
Cleveland that the explanation of the 
father’s effacement may be found in 
the mental infirmities to which the aged 
are sometimes subject. A man who has 
known John D. Rockefeller since he 
was a clerk in a Cleveland commission 
house says the old man may be an ob- 
ject of the best of care somewhere in 
a private sanitarium. They say such a 
thing would be characteristic of a fam- 
ily that has always chosen to hide its 
wounds. 


NEGROES, ARMED WITH RIFLE, 
AT ROCKEFELLER’S DOOR 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—A reporter was 
sent Sunday to interview William Rock- 
efeller and John D. Rockefeller Jr., con- 
cerning the attitude of the various mem- 
bers of the family. 

His carriage drove up to the front door 
of young Rockefeller’s home, the re- 
porter alighted and was about to ring 
the front doorbell. But before he could 
put his purpose into execution, a big, 
danzerous looking negro, armed with a 
repeating rifle, advanced hurriedly down 
the drive and the following colloquy 
took place: 4 

“What are you doing?’ 

‘“T am going td ring the bell.” 

‘“‘Who do you want to see?’ 

“Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
his house, is it not?’’ 

“Yes; but what do you want to see 
him for; where do yeu come frem and 
who are you, anyway?’ 

During the conversation the negro held 
the rifle ostentatiously displayed, and 
although thé reporter was‘\at firet in- 
clined to treat the thing as a joke, the 
seriousness of the position slowly began 
to dawn on the two other eccupants of 
the carriage. 

The reporter then told the negro who 
he was and whence he came, adding 
that he would like to see Mr. KRockefel- 
ler for a few minutes or, at any rate, 
send in his name. 

The negro peremptorily forbade him 
to ring the bell, adding that Mr. Rocke 
feller did not want to see him, and, 
marching to the horses’ heads, with 
brusqueness ordered the reporter to get 
into the carriage and at once leave the 
premises. The reporter got in the car- 
riage, which was driven off, escorted 
several yards by the negro.

Practically every woman 
telegrapher in the city belongs, and 
none of them will work until ordered to 
do so through the C. T. U. A. 

“One of the hardest things on the 

young women who work at the branch 
offices and are paid only $2 or $30 a 
month is that operators are compelled 
to use typewriters for writing messages 
and must supply their own machines. 
Is there any other big business concern 
which puts this expense on the em- 
ployes? I do not know of any. 

Pay Small fer the Work. 

“It requires months of attendance in 
a school and at least two years’ actual 
work with the key for a girl to be able 
to do the work rapidly. She is paid

works nine and one-half hours a day. 
It is no small matter to supply a type- 
writer for all of those months and 
years and then work longer hours than 
most other employes are required to 
work, and receive but a small salary. 

“Tt costs $3 a month to rent a type- 
writer, if one can't afford to own one. 
It is a big expense to buy a machine 
and even then one will not last always 
and there are expensive repairs. 

“Our demands are wholly in reason 
and there is no question but that we 
will win.”’ 

Mrs. Tracy believes that telegraphy 
is an excellent profession for women. 
Women’s Salaries Less. 

“As yet," Mrs. Tracy said, ‘‘women 
are not paid as well as men for their 
work as operators. I believe that women 
who are equally competent should be 
paid equal salaries with the men oper- 

ators. 

‘“Saiaries of men operators range from 
$60 to $88 per month, while women are 
only paid from $23 to $5. There are 
about 8 women telegraphers in S8t. 
Louis. This is my first experience in a 
strike, but I am strongly union and 
nothing could induce me to be unloyal. 
Our oath of allegiance is: ‘I solemnly 
swear that as long as I have life in 
my body I will not return to work ex- 
cept by consent of the vote of the ma- 
jority of the members of tie union.’ ”

Alansen B. Wakefield, once gambler 
boss of St. Louis, is dead in an insane 
asylum in Osawatomie, Kan. Forty 
Sears ago Wakefield owned the Grand 
Opera House. It was known then as 
Wakefield's Opera House. He owned 
@everal gambling houses, 100, and was 
known as the ‘“‘Keno King.”’ He was 
@ power in politics and was very rich, 
but, like the majority of gamblers, lost 
his money. Wakefield was known as 
the handsomest man in St. Louis. 

He was sent to the Penitentiary 20 
years ago to serve a term of two years 
for crookedness in an election. In the 
State prison he became insane atid for 
29 years he has been in lunatic asy- 
lans. He died without a dollar, among 
strangers, a charity ward of the State 
of Kansas, and he will be buried in a 
pauper’s grieve. And yet he was a man 
of great human sympathy and in his 
prosperous days he gave away tlou- 
sands of dollars. 

Une of the old-time gamblers who well 
remembers Wakefield is Wdward Mce- 
(ue, better known os “‘KWly”’ McGue. 
MeGue was rich once himeelf, but now 
he is a charity ward in the city Hospital 
end is very weak. He is § vears old. 

Remembers Wakefield. 

“Know ‘Lan’ Wakefield?” said McGue 
ia a quavering voice. “Well, I should 
fay so. I knew him intimately for 30 
years and he was a square man. I[ met

Mo. I was crossing to Caiifornia ané} 
Wakefield went along with us from 
there.

A rear wheelofa eavy ice wagon ran 
over a baby in a go-cart Monday morn- 
ing at Caroline street and Ewing avenue 
and crushed thé little child to death.

Kissed Her Good By. 

The mother kissed her good by, and 
stood on the doorstep and watched as 
the boy, wheeling the cart, went down 
the street. 

Fifteen minutes later the word came 
to her that her baby was dead. 

When Walter, wheeling the baby 
north upon Ewing avenue, came to 
Caroline street, he saw an ice wagon 
coming east upon Caroline. 

He let go of the cart and ran behind 
the wagon for a chunk of ice. Caroline 
street slopes to the northward there. 

When the boy left the go-cart stand- 
ing upon the sidewalk it stood still for 
@ moment only and then began to 
move. It rolled off the sidewalk, across 
the gutter, without upsettifg, and rolled 
faster ag it began to cross the street. 

The great ice wagon, heavily loaded, 
moved slowly, with deep. cluttering 
sounds of its thick wheels. The driver 


of the wagon, busy with his horses, 
did not see the baby cart coming to- 
ward him. The boy, busy with the frag- 
ments of ice in the rear of the wagon, 
did not see it. Some people upon the 
Street saw and screamed and ruslied 
toward it, but they were too late. The 


‘cart ran between the front and rear 


wheels, and the heavy rear wheel caught 

it in the middle of its length. It crum- 

pled up like a matchbox and rolled un- 

er the wheel, which passed over the 
aby. 

The baby was probably asleep. It 
gave no cry. It was killed instantly. 

Driver Picked Up Baby. 

The driver of the wagon, Ferdinand G. 
Leonard of 2766 Rutger street, sprang 
from his seat when he saw what had 
happened and picked up the crushed 
and dead baby and carried it to a doc- 
tor’s office a block away. The police 
took Leonard to the Soulard Street Sta- 
tion to hold him until the accident had 
been investigated to see if he was in 
any way at fault. 

The mother fainted when she heard 
that her baby was dead. Walter, the 
8-year-old brother of the dead baby, 
could only wring his little hands and 
moan pitifully.

SHAILER MATTHEWS, 
dean of the University of Chi- 
cago, in an address before the 
‘Chautauqua Assembly yesterday de- 
clared that the style of lovemaking 
is changing; that romantic love is go- 
ing out of fashion, and the fine art of 
courtship falling into a sad state of 
-“We go into family relations with 
the same sangfroid that we go on a 
picnic,” he asserted. 

Certainly the style of courtship has 
ch-nged, as any one who reads the 
signs of the times must perceive. But 
I disagree with Prof. Matthews when 
he says it has changed for the worse. 

‘In the hurry and bustle of modern 
life certain ancient formulas of court- 
‘ship have in some instances been dis- 
‘carded’ ‘altogether; in others merely 
improved and simplified. 

The greatest and most _ radical 
‘change is, of course, in the quickness 
with which the courtships of today are accomplished. Automobiles, 
yachts and private cars, all the diverse paraphernalia cf Speed, in fact, tend 
to lessen the period of courtship. Whereas a lover had formerly to journey 
weeks on horseback to call on the object of his adoration and was constrained 
during long absences to write her long and dreary and artificial love letters, 
today he can croas a continent in five days to be at her side or condense the 
pent-up ardor of weeks of absence in a 10-words-for-a*quarter telegram. 
 _Leve-letter writing has become a lost art. Engaged couples and husbands 
and wives alike send their most burning thoughts by wire or. wireless. 

The rapid courtship of the times is reflected accurately in its fiction. Con- 
sider the titles of two short stories I have read recently. One was called “A 
Young Man in a Hurry,” the other “A Lady in Haste.” In both two young 
persons met for the first time and became engaged in less than 24 hours. To 
Prof. Matthews these and similar instances in every day’s news would seem 
less romantic than Jacob’s 14-year courtship of Rachel, for instance. To me 
these condensed courtships seem the most typical of our age. 

Bernard Shaw makes the young dentist hero of “You Never Can Tell” say 
that the new-fashioned woman is much easier to win than the.old, and that 
in three minutes’ conversation a man would reach a point it would have taken 
him three months to attain with the old-fashioned variety. Centainly the 
modern girl has a tendency to abbreviate courtship by stripping it of the fan- 
tastic frills of the romantic love Prof. Matthews is mourning, for formerly it 
took a three-volume novel to bring any well-conducted hero and heroine to 
the altar. Now 1500 words of moonlight and a fast speeding motor are deemed 
quite sufficient to convey any young couple of fact or fiction from introduction 
to marriage. 

Yet, is the situation appalling for all that? Why should not Cupid keep 
pace with the times and benefit by all the many time-conquering inventions 
of the hour? 

Love and courtship are changing as everything else is changing, but, as 
in everything else, it seems to me the new is better than the old. 

No man has time to serve 14 years for a woman today except he be of the 
variety that gets so many years for good behavior. Besides, why should he 
waste his heart for 14 yeats when 14 days would do? 

Common sense and courtship are not irreconcilable.

Elias law Travels 1300 Miles 
and Finds His Wife 
Crazy. 





REUNION IS SADDENED 





Woman Immigrant, Suddenly 
Demented, Tries to Drown 
Her Children. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Elias Lew, 
a clothing merchant of New Orleans, 
traveled all the way to New York to 
meet his wife and two children, who 
arrived last week on the steamship 
Bresleau from Bremen. When the 
vessel reached the dock he found his 
wife closely guarded in the cabin vio- 
lently insane, and she is now at the 
Sanitarium of Dr. D. K. Combs at 
Corona, L. I. 

Lew left his family at their home 
in Lumga; Russia, a little more than 
three years ago, and, with the two 
eldest children, came to this country 
to carve out his fortune. He went to 
New Orleans, where Mrs. Lew had two 
brothers. He prospered there and a 
few weeks ago sent for his wife and 
the two youngest children, a girl of 
eleven and a boy of four. 

According to the steamship author- 
ities, Mrs. Lew seemed in perfect 
mental and physical condition until 
about four days out from New York, 
when she began to act strangely. She 
suddenly became demented and tried 
to throw her little ones overboard. 
After that she was confined and cared 
for until the Bresleau reached the 
dock, when she was turned over to 
the immigration authorities. 

Children Cared For. 

The children were paroled in the 

custody of I. Irvine Lipsitch, repre- 
senting the United Hebrew charities 
at Ellis Island, and he placed them in 
the Hebrew sheltering house for im- 
migrants at 229 East Broadway. 
, The immigration authorities say 
Mrs. Lew will have to be returned to 
Europe, and Lew is heartbroken. He 
said the woman suffered similar at- 
tacks at the birth of her children, but 
that they are only temporary. He is 
well able to provide for his wife, and 
his brothers, who are wealthy, are 
willing to give bonds in $250,000, if 
necessary, that she will not become a 
public charge. 


The husband says that a couple of 
weeks’ care at the sanitarium will 
completely restore his wife’s reason 
and he is prepared to spend $1000 for 
her treatment rather than have her 
separated from him forever.
